Rangers Ask Public to Help Them 
Keep Fire Out of the Woods 


The danger season for forest fires 
is near at hand. Rapidly drying soil 
has left the old grass, brush, leaves, 
etc.,, in most perilous condition for 
starting fires. ; 

An cffort is being made by the fire 
rangers in this province to keep 
down the forest losses this year to a 
minimum, They will succeed only if 
every camper carefully extinguishes 
his campfire before leaving it, if ev- 
ery smoker refrains from tossing 
away burnt matches or tobacco in or 
near a wood, and if settlers in the 
newly opened districts guard their 
land-clearing. fires with the utmost 
care. Settlers’ fires continue to be 
the very worst source of forest con- 
flagration, although campers and 
careless smokers are close competi- 
tors. : 

“The fire rangers,” says the Cana- 
dian Forestry Association, “want e¢v- 
ery good citizen to regard himself as 
a deputy ranger from now until No- 
vember first.

OTICE is hereby given that, under the provisions of an Order in Council 
(P.C. 1013), of the 20th April, 1918, upon and after the Ist day of June, 
1918, every male person who is not on active service in any of His Majesty’s 
Naval or Military Forces, or in the Naval or Military Forces of His Majesty’s 
Allies, and who apparently may be, or is reasonably suspected to be, within 
the description of Class One under the Military Service Act, 1917, by whom 
or on whose behalf, it is at any time affirmed, claimed or alleged that he is not, 
whether by reason of age, status, nationality, exception, or otherwise, within 
Class One under the Military Service Act, 1917, as defined for the time being 
or that, although within the said Class, he is exempted from or not liable to 
military service; shall have with him upon his person at all times or in or 
upon any building or premises where he at any time is, 


AGE 


If it be claimed that he is not within the class by reason of age, an official 
certificate of the date of his birth, or a certificate of his age signed by two 
reputable citizens residing in the community in which he lives and having 


knowledge of the fact; or 


MARRIAGE 


If it be claimed that he is not within the Class by reason of marriage, a 
certificate, either official or signed by two reputable citizens residing in the 
community in which he lives and having knowledge of the facts, certifying to 
his marriage and that his wife is living; or 


NATIONALITY 


If it be claimed that he is not within the Class by reason of his nationality, 
a certificate of Kis nationality signed by a Consul or Vice-Consul of the foreign 
State or Country to which he claims his allegiance is due; or a passport issued 
by the Government of that Country establishing his nationality; or 


ACTIVE SERVICE 


If it be claimed that he is excepted as a member of any of His Majesty’s 
Forces or as having since the 4th August, 1914, served in the Military or 
Naval Forces of Great Pritain or her Allies in any theatre of actual war and has 
been honourably discharged therefrom, official documents or an official certifi- 
cate evidencing the fact; or 


CLERGY 


If it be claimed that he is excepted as a member of the clergy, or of any 
recognized order of an exclusively rcligious character, or is a minister of a 
religious denomination.exist: , in Canada on 29th August, 1917, or as being a 


member of any other society or body, a certificate of the fact signed by an 
office-holder competent so to certify under the regulations of the church, order 
or denomination, society or body, to which he belongs; or 


EXEMPTION 


If it be claimed that he is exempted from or not liable to military service 
by reason of any exemption granted or claimed or application pending under the 
Military Service Act, 1917, or the regulations thereunder, his exemption 
papers, or a certificate of the Registrar or Deputy Registrar of the district 
to which he belongs evidencing the fact; or 


OTHER CLASS 


If it be claimed that he is not within the Class, or that he is exempted, not 
liable or excepted upon any other ground, a certificate of two reputable citizens 
residing in the community where he lives having knowledge of the fact upon 
which the claim is founded and certifying thereto; 


FAILURE TO CARRY REQUISITE EVIDENCE 


If upon or after the 1st day of June, 1918, any such male person be found 
without the requisite evidence or certificate upon his person or in or upon the 
building or premises in which he is, he shall thereupon be presumed to be a 
person at the time liable for military service and to be a deserter or defaulter 
without leave; 


PENALTY 


Aad he ¢hail alacbe liable upon summary conviction t6 a fine not exeeediiny: 
$50 or to imprisonment for a period not exceeding one month, or to beth such 
fine and imprisonment; and moreover, any such person may forthwith he 
taken into military custody and may be there detained and required to per- 
form military duty in the Canadian Expeditionary Force so long as hs services 
shall be required, unless or until the fact be established to the satisfaction of 
competent authority that he is not liable for military duty. 


FALSE CERTIFICATE 


The use, signing or giving of any such certificate as hereinbefore mer- 
tioned shall, if the certificate be in any material respect false or misleacing to the 
knowledge of the person using, signing, or. giving the same, be an oilense, 
punishable, upon summary conviction, by a penalty not exceeding five huncre| 
dollars, and by imprisonment for any term not exceeding six months and ro: 
less than one month.

—— ie. | 

(n order to raise and finish all the extra 
pigs that will be farrowed in Canana this 
| year asa result of the campaign for in- 
creased production, it will be necessary to 
exercise the utmost economy in the use of 
concentrated foods. Pig raisers who have 
| accese to dairy by-producta have a great 
awivantageover ethers. Experiments have 
proven that when meal is worth $40 a 
j ton, milk is worth more than $8 for an 
equal weight, that is provided it is fed 


economically. Experiments carried on tt 
the Dominion Experimental Farms and 
Stations show that for growing hoge, 60 


.| Ibs. and over, 409 Ibs of skim milk pro- 


duced results equal to 100 Ibs. of mixed 
meal. Buttermilk fed fresh is equal to 
skim milk. Whey is not so valuable. 
One hundred pounds of whey was proved 
equal to 19.2 lbs of milk, that is, provided 
itis fed in not too large quantities and 
before it has soured. 


A study of experiments with skim milk 
show that for young pigs 1 Ib. of milk fed 
with 24¢ or 3 1bs of meal gives best results. 
For larger hogs less milk may be used. 
For hogs over 100 ibs. in weight not more 
than 5 lbs. of skim milk daily should be 
fed in order to get the greatest value from 
the milk. 


At the Nova Scotia Agricultural College 
it was shown that the best gains were 
made by feeding a lot of pig ration com- 
posed of 148 Ibs of grain, 900 Ibs of skim 
milk, and 110 lbs. of mangels. At the 
Ontario Agricultural College the best re- 
sults were obtained where the proportion 
of milk to meal was 2.5 to 1. 1n one trial 
in which this proportion was used, 365 
Ibs. of skim milk were equal to 100 lbs. of 
meal. This agrees fairly closely with the 
results obtained at the Ottawa and Branch 
Farms. * 

In a series of articles that appeared in 
the May number of The Agricultural 
Gazette, both the Ottawa and Guelph 
authorities agree that it does not do to 
change the diet from sweet to sour milk. 
For young pigs the sweet is much to be 
preferred. For larger pigs it seems to 
make little difference whether or not it is 
fed sweet or moderately sour, provided 
whatever condition favoured is uniformly 
kept up, that isto say, if the milk cannot 
be obtained always sweet, then it should 
be fed sour as a rule.

What the Plough 


ALTA, 


Is Supposed to Do 


the 


Various Types of Ploughs for 
Various Kinds of Land to Be 
Ploughed 


Aside from crumbling the soil, the 
chief objects of ploughing are to de- 
stroy wild plants so that cultivated 
ones may take their place; and to 
bury trash, manure, stubble and po- 
tato vines. A plough that does not 
accomplish these things is faulty, All 
refuse should be completely covered 
so that it will not be brought to the 
surface by the harrow. To bury 
weeds, clover or other tall green ma- 
nure crops, a chin should be used, 
one end attached to the plough beam 
the other to the double tree, thus al- 
lowing the loop to pull the tall plants 
down into the furrow to be covered. 
The joiner or skim-coulter is little 
used in many districts. Many farm- 
ers do not even know what it is. 
When manure, stubble or grass is to 
be turned under, it is a very useful 
attachment. It skims a shallow fur- 
row slice and deposits it in the bot- 
tom of the furrow, where it is cov- 
ered by the main furrow slice and 
will rot more readily. When stubble 
or grass is ploughed without a join- 
ter, there is likely to be a line of it 
between the furrows; which  inter- 
feres with the harrow or begins to 
grow and cause trouble. This is a 
common sight, but could, and should, 
be overcome by the use of the joint- 
er. The implement dealers of the 
country could perform a distinct ser- 
vice to agriculture by encouraging 
the general use of jointers on plows. 
There should be one on every farm. 

It is well to have various types of 
plows for the various kinds of land 
to be plowed. This costs more, but 
greater efficiency results. A _ sod 
plow will not do good work in soft 
stubble lands, nor will a stubble 
plow perform well in stiff sod.—

Will Continue Explorations 


Stefansson Expects to Take Short 
Rest This Fall and Then Re- 
turn to Arctic Regions 


In two letters received by Mr. 
cong of the geological survey 
rom Vilhjalmar Stefansson, the 
famous cxplorer, says it is his hope 
that should he be able to come home 
in the fall of 1918 he will go north 
again in the spring of 1920. 

He wriics that it is his desire and 
dream to continue his arctic work, 
and says he has several plans for 
the future, all of which contemplate 
the cstablishment of a 
which geographic journeys 
made in the interests of — scientific 
work, to occupy three or four years, 

“Tam afraid that by now my 
Arctic work is the only work I am 
ood for,’ Stefansson wrote, “or at 
east | am less fit for any other work, 
It is my desire and my dream to 
continue it.

Birth and education 
are indispensible qualifications for 
those highest in rank and a knowled- 
ge of the work-a-day world is of de- 
cided advantage. Application for 
enrollment must be made at the pro- 
fessional registry, minister of labor, 
Queen Anne’s Chambers, $.W. Per- 
sonal application is preferred to that 
by letter. The limit is from twenty- 
five to forty-five. 

When accepted, the applicants re- 
ferred to become “section leaders” 
and may rise to the rank of “Prin- 
cipal.” A short period of special 
training will follow (probably given 
by a“Waac” who has mastered de- 
tails of service and discipline) and 
this will be followed by training in 
the strictly naval service. 

The main body of “Wrens” are 
known as “Naval ratings.” Includ- 
ed in these are cooks, stewards, tel- 
ephone and wireless operators, writ 
ers (clerks) and acroplane workers. 
When promoted the “naval ratings” 
become “assistant section leaders.” 
Application for admission to any of 
these groups must be made through 
an employment agency in the usual 
way and Crystal Palace is to be the 
training station. 

Women and girls living at home 
will be employed as Wrens+ when- 
ever possible and when off duty will 
become private citizens. For all 
classes the uniform is dark blue— 
the color that belongs to the navy. 
The lower grades wear a frock coat; 
higher ranks wear a natty skirt and

Submarine Crews Frequently Meet 
the Fate That Is Intended 
for Their Victims 


Amid the Arctic ice was recently 
found the telephone buoy of a U- 
boat who had missed her prey, and, 
coming too close, herself became the 
victim. The buoy is offly let go as 
a last resource, when a submarine és 
sunk and is unable to rise. It has a 
water-tight telephone upon it, con-! 
nected with the hull of the sunken} 
submarine, and by which communi- 
cation can be established from the 
surface with the imprisoned  oc- 
ctlpants, It bears a large brass plate 
upon which és inscribed the legend in 
German: “Undersea boat is stn 
here. Do not touch, but telegraph 
at once to the commandant of the 
U-boats base at Kiel.” : 

Another submarine 
unfortunate, though 
way. The submarine successfully 
torpedoed her victim, a munition 
ship, whose crew at once took to the 
boats. In the words of the German 
communication, “Our humane U- 
boat then mose to the surface to set 
what assistance she could render,” 
and, little guessing at the dangerous 
nature of the vessel’s cargo, the ves- 
sel blew up and the submarine was 
so damaged that she sank, leaving 
her crew struggling in the water with 
their pistols in their mouths. They 
implored to be taken into the boats, 
but were left to their fate by the in- 
human Englishmen, fit compatriots 
of the Baralong! 

It takes a Prussian-German to be 
really humane, especially when he 
implores mercy with a pistol in his 
mouth. The true facts of the case 
are that the $ubmarine rose to the 
surface to shell the stricken vessel, 
but unfortunately for her, the first 
shell exploded the iatter’s cargo of 
munitions. ,A large motor lorry on 
the upper Mek of the vessel pitched 
into the sea, and landed on the up- 
per deck of the submarine, sinking 
her instantly. ‘The ship’s boats were 
already so crowded that it was 
humanly impossible to take another 
soul into them, and, as it was, their 
crews spent four days in them with 
very scanty provisions before reach- 
ing land. - So much for British 
“frightfulness.” 

Fogs, both in summer and winter, 
are a very terrible thing in these 
Arctic waters. The cold wind blow- 
ing on the warmer water raises an 
impenetrable mist and _ probably 
causes as many losses as the ene- 
my’s pest directed efforts. And the 
sun which ddes not set for months 
in the summer, and the moon, which 
behaves while at the full in the same 
way each winter month, give an un- 
fair advantage to underwater craft.

British Trawler 
Defeats Submarine 


Skipper Used His Shovel and Smash- 
ed the Periscope 


When one's vessel is in danger 
from .enemy submarines anything 
will do as a weapon of defence, as is 
shown by the story of a captain of a 
British trawler who used a coal 
shovel with good effect against a 
German U-boat, The trawler, accord- 
ing to the story told by one of the 
crew, was in the North Sea in a stiff 
breeze, when the skipper saw a per- 
iscope crawl through the breaking 
surface of the sea about a hundred 
yards off. ‘There was no gun aboard 
and the trawler’s best speed was less 
than cight knots, 

“It was a situation to dismay’ most 
men,” said the sailor. “Our skipper, 
however, has a fighting spirit, A 
touch of the wheel sent the trawler’s 
blunt bows pointing at the subma- 
rine’s whaleback /as we wallowed 
menacingly toward the pirate, 

“The U-boat swung around to 
avoid the impact and the sides of 
the trawler scraped along the sides 
of the submarine. The periscope

was beginning to slip doww as the 
submarine dived. 

“The skipper bawled for a ham- 
mer, a crowbar, anything that would 
hurt, One of the crew thrust a coal 
shovel into his hand and he scram- 
bled on the bulwarks and leaned ov- 
er, two of the crew hanging on his 
coat so that he would not fall over- 
board, Backward and forward he 
swung the heavy scoop at the fragile 
periscope and the third blow reduced 
it to fragments, 

“The submarine commander, hear- 
ing the noise and wondering wliat 
new and horrible device the enemy 
had invented crept to his periscope 
to have a look, but all was black. He 
was blind, and the trawler got away 
in safety,”

Acreage Largest 
Ever Cultivated 
Provinces’ Plans to Increase Pro- 
duction, Dominion Giving 
$280,000 in Aid 


The acreage in Western Canada 
this year will be the largest ever cul- 
tivated, and every province in the 
Dominion is planning to greatly in- 
crease the production of food,  ac- 
cording to official reports to the gov- 
ernment, The pfi minister gave 
parliament an idea of what has 
ready been accomplished with a i 
a - 
lies. He said the services of Dr, J. 
W. Robertson had been secured to 
represent the food board in the five 
eastern provitices. He had been in 
consultation with the provincial de- 
partments of agriculture. Hon, Chas. 


,| Dunning had personally taken charge 


of ‘the work in the western provinces. 
The work of these gentlemen might 
be summarized as follows: 

Ontario aims to secure organiza- 
tion, down to county and municipal 
committees, particularly to assist in 
labor supplics and distribution, and 
to bring home directly to the indi- 
vidual farmer the need of the great- 
est possible effort. Quebec aims to 
secure similar organization, and pro- 
duce enough wheat to.feed herself, 
and to greatly inercise meat ani- 
mals. Nova Scotia and New Bruns- 
wick have the same objective; also, 
in each of these provinces the effort 
will be to produce enough coarse 
grains to mect their. own  require- 
ments for animal feed, 

Alberta is divided intd sixteen dis- 
tricts, and efforts are being made 
to insure supplies of seed, to . find 
out what help is necessary, to secure 
tenants for wnoccupied land, to ar- 
range definitely with farmers for the 

reaking of néw areas of their hold- 
ings for the 1919 crop. A provincial 
labor bureau has ‘been establisned, 
and the work is being assisted gen- 
erally by public mectings. In Sas- 
katchewan more than two hitmdred 
meetings have been arranged, ‘and 
steps have been taken to securé all 
available labor frém towns and cities 
for the farms. “Manitoba's plans are 
practically the same as those of Sas- 
katchewan. British Columbia sends 
no report yet, except in a general 
way, but everyone is alive to the 
need, and putting forth as great an 
effort as possible. 

The reports stated that the acre- 
age in Western Canada this year 
would be the largest ever planted, 
and as much land as possible is to be 
broken during the present year, Al- 
so, the need for concentrating on 
cereals was being emphasized, and 
two sermons oh production and con- 
servation would be preached in prac- 
tically every Canadian pulpit this 
month, it was hoped. 

Sir Robert announced that, with 
the approval of the cabinet council, 
financial assistance had been prom- 
ised to the various provinces as fol- 
lows: Ontario, $60,000; Quebec, $69,-

A certain fox terrier on the firing- 
line in France has a record Of hav- 
ing saved 750 human lives, all fight- 
ing men on the right side of the 
fight. There ate many other dogs in 
France with honorable life-saving 
records on the battlefields. A regi- 
ment could be made up of soldiers 
saved by dogs that have run the 
gauntlet of firé to hunt for wounded 
and bring stretcher bearers to them. 

These dogs of war carfy messages 
through zones of fire from trench to 
trench, rushing from cover to cover 
but always going trué to command 
and bringing the message, if not kil- 
led in the attempt. ‘There aré in- 
stances where a dog, after receiving 
a mortal wound, has crawled pain- 
fully along for hours to bring in his 
message, 

One of the admirable qualities of 
these trainéd dogs is the s¢riousness 
with which they take and execute 
dangerous missions, A well trained- 
Red Cross dog will not bé swerved 
from his businéss by hunger, fatigue 
or pain, obeys only his officer, and 
works to the point of exhaustion, un- 
less officially relievotl.

Wonderful West 


Wheat Fields to Be a Deciding Fac- 


tor in the ‘War * 
The Manitoba Free Press has 
telling, in a very interesting “a 


way, of the possibilities of the west, 
as well as to. what extent they are 
being realized. “If the wheat ‘fields 
and the bread baskets holding great 
‘promise are going to win the war, 
then,” the Free Press declares, “the 
fertile soils of Manitoba, Saskatche- 


al-|'wan and Alberta are bound to. be a 


deciding factor.” ; 

The outstanding fact in a review 
jof western conditions-is that the 
Prairie country is filling up, and is 
being brought under cultivation to 
a greater extent year by year. In 
1901 there were only 419,512 people 
in the region between the Lake of 
the Woods and the Rockies, while in 
1916 there were 1,693,220; of whom 
1941,126 were resident on the farms, 
jand 757,094 in cities, towns and vil- 
lages. The fear expressed during 
the first great rush of immigration 
into the prairie country twenty years 
ago that the west would become a 
patchwork of foreign settlements, 
with scarcely cnough people of Ang- 
lo-Saxon stock to cement’ them  te- 
gether, has been dissipated, - From 
| astern Canada, Great Britain, and 
the United States a sufficient nwm- 
ber of settlers of British birth ‘or 
origin have gone to the west to in- 
sure racial supremacy and provide a 
leaven for the as yet unassimilated 
mass of foreign immigrants. The 
growing proportion of settlers—es- 
pecially from the United States—of 
British and Scandinavian stock gives 
assurance that the west will pérpct« 
uate the traditions of the peoples 
who have been the world's best col- 
onizers, 

The material prosperity of the 
preirtés Gs best indicated by ‘the 
Statement that the field crops alone 
in 1917 were valued at 924,000. 
They were grown upon 59,000,000 
acres of land, and there are Still 273,- 
000,000 of possible farm land to b 
brought under cultivation, It woul 
not be a matter of great surprise, 
considering the largely increased 
acreage that will be “cropped this 
year, and the prevailing high prices, 
were the western field crops to show 
a value of over three-quarters of a 
billion dollars. The value of animal 
products, which, wf course, is in 
part—but only in part—a duplication 
of field crop values, because much 
grain is fed to the animals, increases 
in the west from year to year with 
ever accelerated rapidity. The in- 
troduction of many herds of pedi- 
greed cattle has done much toward 
putijog the live stock industry on a 
solid\ foundation. In the five-year 
period 1912-17, the number of milch 
cows increased from 491,289 in. the 
threé provinces to 882,441. The in- 
crease in other cattl¢ was cven 
greater proportionately, . 

The west does not depend entire- 
¥upon agriculture. Lumbering, 
mining, and manufacturing expand 
steadily, and with the development 
of the water powers of the great riv- 
er systems the expansion will be 
speeded up. There are believed to 
be at least 6,500,000 horsepower 
available in the three provinces, and 
up till the present time only twelve 
power plants, consuming 109,000 
horsepower, have been constructed 
on the waterways. 

Material prosperity is fairly well 
indicated by the fact that there were 
in 1917 63,833 registered motor cars 
in Alberta, Saskatchewan and Mani- 
toba, for a total of 391,740 families, 
or almost ‘one for every six families. 

The warm sunshine of spring be- 
gins to melt the snow that has’ - 
riched the prairie soil during 
winter, and the west gets ready for 
the rush of seeding. Ontario, the 
mother of many of the outstanding 
mien of the west, hopes that the com- 
ing season will be.the best the prai- 
rie provinces have ever had—great 
enough to. convince Germany of the 
futility of her attempt to starve the 
allies into the making of a prema- 
ture and therefore only a temporary 
peace.—Toronto Globe,

Ontario Farmers Pass a Strongly 


Worded Resolution 


At a joint meeting of farmers’ 
clubs held in York township, he fol- 
lowing was unanimously passed: 

“Whereas the present world war 
is the latest and most desperate 
struggle of the people against feud- 
alism; and 

“Whereas offensive feudal titles, 
stich as knight, baronet and baron, 
are, notwithstanding, still imported 
into our country, with the conniv- 
ance or consent of the federal gov- 
ernment; and : 

“Whereas these titles are a men- 
ace to our democracy, threatening it 
witlr the social cleavages of the old 
world, as well as with the intolerable 
evils historically allied with aristo- 
cratic insolence, influence and pri- 
vilege; and 

“Whereas these titles have not in- 
frequently been sought or purchased 
by men who have covertly exploited 
the people of this country, or have 
openly shown their contempt for 
the public welfare, thereby render- 
ing the said titles ominous and ob- 
noxious; and 

“Whereas, with commendable 
promptitude, in order to render their 
own democracy immune and _invio- 
late, the Washington government 
have just made it illegal for an 
American citizen to receive any such 
objectionable title; therefore be it 
resolved: 

“First—That it is the duty of the 
goyernment at Ottawa forthwith to 
prohibit all further traffic in the 
titles aforesaid; to cancel such as 
have not been gratuitously bestow- 
ed for conspicuous public or philan- 
thropic services; and by statute “to 
decree the extinction of any remain- 
ing hereditary .titles with the death 
of the present owner, 

“Second—That it would notably 
aid in ‘making the world safe for de- 
mocracy’ to decree that all future 
governors-general of this Dominion 
shall be selected from the ranks of 
untitled statesmen, 

“Third—-That copies of these res- 
olutions be forwarded to the pre- 
miers of Canada and Great Britain 
and to the press.”

On stopping opposite an outgoing 
troop train the soldiers crowded 
around to see the prisoners, and one 
began talking to the British officer 
‘in English, telling him what fools 
the English were and how soon they 
were going to be beaten. Then fol- 


lowed physical abuse, and it was 
only the movement of the train 
which prevented neere serious 


trouble. 

It is unutterably sad to think that 
no attempt was made by any of the 
German officers to restrain this fer- 
ocity. Indeed, it is said in the re- 
port that on several occa: ons when 
the German inhabitants offered the 
British prisoners food the German 
officer explained that, as the prison- 
ers were English, they were not to 
receive it. The treatment given to 
French and Belgian prisoners is far 
more humane, the difference being 
evidently planned with the purpose 
of securing dissension between the 
allies. “There is just one consola- 
tion, that during the progress of 
British prisoners through Belgium 
and France determined efforts were 
made by the women of these coun- 
tries to feed the men, and in spite of 
the abuse and blows of the Germans 
they actually accomplished their aim 
of bringing food and drink to the 
wotnded, When German women be- 
have in this barbarous way to the 
sick and wounded, it is difficult to 
liold the view that we are not at war 
with the German people.—Toronto 
Globe.

Try to Poison Morally Every Nation 
and Race Under the‘Shadow 
of German Power 


Germany’s attempt to destroy the 
national unity of Belgium by driving 
a wedge between the Flemings and 
Walloons is the political counterpart 
of her military crimes in that cotn- 
try, With dastardly cunning she is 
trying to re-open a wound which had 
been almost healed before the war. 
Just as her agents scatter poison 
germs to kill man and beast in ene- 
my countries, so her rulers try to 
Poison morally every nation and race 
under the shadow of German power. 
They seek to divert the Poles from 
their national ideal by giving — them 
a nominally Polish government, 
composed of the purchased puppets 
of Potsdam, They are playing the 
same trick in the occupied Russian 
provinces, In Belgium they find an 
opening for their Machiavellian 
wiles in the language question which 
long disturbed the internal harmony 
of the country. The Belgians who 
speak French only and those who 
speak Flemish only are almost equal 
numerically, This dividing line cor- 
respotids with an ethnic one, the 
Fleniings being of Teutonic ‘stock 
and the Walloons, or Frenchspeak- 
ing element, a branch of the Ro- 
mance races descended from the 
Gallic Belgi. 

The Flemish tongue, which is 
nearly allied to the Dutch, was the 
language of the court of Flanders 
and Brabant in the sixteenth cen- 
tury, by fell into neglect and: disre- 
pute. In the latter part of the nine- 
teenth century it ®@xperienced a revi- 
val which has continued with re- 
markable literary results. The Wal- 
loons, after a struggle surrendered to 
its claims for official equality, and 
the two races had reached an adjust- 
ment before the war that promised 
an era of happy co-operation. They 
rallied as_one against the German 
invader, Unable to break their na- 
tional spirit by terrorism Germany 
resorts to another method, and tries 
to seduce the Flemings by promises 
of self-government and by shower- 
ing on them favors denied to tha 
Walloons. Apparently a few of 
them have taken the bait. Hence the 
reports of internal dissension, which 
are no doubt magnified by the Ger- 
mans for their own ptirposes. But 
the two races are bound together by 
precious historical ties and memor- 
ies that Germany cannot sever by 
force or fraud.—From the Toronto 
Globe.

Will More and More Take Part in 
Framing the Nation’s Laws 


Referring to the membership of the 

new Canadian house of commons, 
The Globe recently alluded to the 
overwhelmingly large proportionate 
representation of lawyers, It holds 
the view that progressive legislation 
would not suffer if more members 
of parliament were chosen from oth- 
er callings in life. This opinion 
seems to be very generally shared by 
the press in the west. 

The Calgary Albertan points out 
that in the legislatures of the west- 
ern provinces the farmer is “coming 
into his own,” and intimates that, 
more and more, the men who = are 
sent from the prairies to represent 
their fellow-citizens in the Dominion 
parliament will be men who are in 
direct touch with the basic industry 
of their provinces, The develop- 
ment of grain growing and other 
agricultural organizations, with the 
increasing realization that land set- 
tlement. and productive. enterprise 
after the war is won will call for rad- 
ical and important economic legisla- 
tion and tariff relief, is prompting 


the western farmers to combina 
Practical political education with 
their business’ organizations. This 


new force, not improbably destined 
to be a dominating force, will, be- 
fore long, find expression in parlia- 
ment, 

The Albertan directs attention to 
the fact that the new premier of 
British Columbia, is a farmer, that 
the premier of Alberta, three mem- 
bers of his cabinet, and the leader of 
the opposition are all farmers, and 
that the premier of Manitoba is like- 
wise a farmer. “As agriculture is 
the basic industry throughout west- 
ern Canada,” it observes, “this is not 
surprising,” More and more our 
western contemporary is convinced, 
the farmer will take his part in mak- 
ing the nation’s laws and tariffs, And 
these westerners breathe the  pro- 
gressive spirit, They are arvant 
champions of public ownership, an 
inveterate enemies of conditions 


which go to make the rich richer 
and the poor poorer, — Toronto 
Globe.

A Soldierly Accomplishment 


Quickness Is Needed in Preparing 
Trenches to Repel an Attack 


The best thing an infantryman 

does is dig. He learns to dig quickly, 
to dig frantically, but efficiently, for 
many times during a year in the 
trenches his sho :1_ saves his life, 
and the ground he has won at the 
risk of his life. 
This is best illustrated in the case 
rs of a successful attack. . 
ie The fourth trench—the last to be 
taken—is where the real scene of 
activity ensues. One second wasted 
may mean a hundred lives lost. 

The reason for this rush is that it 


is now a maximum of the fighting: 


on the western front that a counter- 
attack may reasonably be expected 
within five minutes after a_ set .of 
trenches has_ been 
within ten. The enemy, in making a 
counter-attack, saturally hits first at 
the trench nearest him, which is the 
fourth one captured in the successful 
attack. Therefore it is vitally neces- 
sary to face the parapet the other

Now Being Provided Provisionally 
by the Army Postoffice 


The postoffice department an- 
nounces that information has been 
received from the general postoffice, 
England, that a postal service to the 
civilian population of that portion of 
Palestine occupied by the British 
forces is now being provided provi- 
sionally by the army postoffice with 
the Egyptian Expeditionary Force, 
Unregistered letters and postcards 
fully prepaid at the international let- 
ter rate of 5 cents for the first ounce 
and 3 cents for each additional 
ounce, and 2 cents for postcards, can 
be forwarded. The correspondence 
must be solely of a private or do- 
mestic character. There is no ser- 
vice at present for printed matter or 
parcels,
